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Happy  holidays  to  all  of  you.  It  is  early  November  as  I  write  this 
column.  It  is  a  beautiful  fall  day  with  lots  of  SUNSHINE,  and  the 
temperature  is  50  degrees.  The  sunshine  is  a  commodity,  which  I  will 
really  miss  during  the  winter.  I  have  started  hauling  up  wood  for  our 
wood  burner  and  will  split  a  couple  of  more  trailer  loads  of  wood  before 
the  snow  gets  too  deep.  Depending  on  the  winter,  I  bum  2-4  cords 
(4’x4’x8’)  of  wood. 

For  those  of  you  who  read  my  first  column  in  The  Bugle ,  Vol.  18 
#5,  you  must  be  wondering  what  I  was  writing  about.  I  apologize,  for 
either  by  layout  or  editorial  error,  die  first  part  of  my  column 
disappeared.  Hopefully  it  will  be  inserted  somewhere  in  this  issue  of  The 
Bugle  for  your  reading  pleasure  (or  displeasure,  whichever  the  case  may 
be). 

Why  would  you  want  to  join  IAS  AC?  I  know  why  I  did.  I  enjoy 
clubs  and  exchanging  information  about  things  that  interest  me.  I  can 
still  remember  the  first  silver  round  1  bought.  It  was  sterling  and  was 
probably  part  of  a  Frankin  Mint  set  at  one  time.  It  was  about  the  size  of  a 
silver  dollar  and  that  was  what  attracted  me  to  it  in  the  first  place.  I 
began  collecting  coins  in  the  late  50’ s.  It  was  mainly  cents  then  and  1 
had  completed  my  Lincoln’s  from  ’41  through  ’59  from  circulation 
except  for  the  55-S.  Not  many  San  Francisco  pieces  got  as  far  as 
Dundee,  Michigan  then.  My  dad  collected  quarters,  halves,  and  dollars. 

I  collected  the  Lincoln’s,  Jefferson’s,  and  Roosevelt’s  from  the  variety  of 
family  owned  businesses  that  we  ran  at  that  time.  As  I  got  older  (jump 
forward  to  the  mid-70’s)  I  helped  my  dad  finish  his  Morgan  and  Peace 
dollar  collection.  After  seeing  silver  rounds  like  Morgan  and  Peace 
dollars  for  a  while,  I  bought  my  first  silver  piece  (Sir  Robert  Peel- 1969). 
After  buying  this  piece,  I  purchased  a  second  piece  that  same  day-a  1974 
United  Nations  Peace  medal.  I  paid  $8.50  apiece  for  them.  Thedate- 
May  7,  1982.  These  2  pieces  were  the  foundation  of  my  silver  bar/round 
collection.  My  first  silver  bar  was  a  .999  Silver  Bull  purchased  from 
Toledo  Coin  Exchange  in  Toledo,  Ohio.  Clyde  Englehardt  has  always 
been  bullish  on  silver  and  he  used  the  ST-1 7  as  an  advertising  bar  for  his 
Toledo  Coin  Exchange  (see  ST-53,  pg.  239  in  the  5,h  edition)  He  still 
sells  Silver  Bull  t-shirts  and  such. 

Now  what  does  I  AS  AC  having  going  for  it  as  a  club?  First  and 
foremost,  it  is  YOU,  the  collector/member.  It  is  you  that  keeps  this  club 
^going  and  keeps  it  interesting.  Your  participation  in  the  "Mailbag,”

Yes,  thirty 
years,  three  decades;  time  enough  to  have  gotten  married,  raised  a  family 
and  to  have  enjoyed  the  pleasure  of  watching  your  grandchild  grow,  a 
third  generation  in  progress. 

You  have  all  heard  of  and  read  about  the  history  of  art  bars  -  the 
first  stories  ever  told  of  the  creation  of  art  bars  from  the  early  1970’s,  but 
have  you  ever  thought  about  who  the  original  owners  were  of  early  bars 
that  are  now  in  your  possession?  How  many  ownerships  have  each  of 
your  bars  gone  through  before  having  reached  your  hand  and  how  many 
more  hands  will  your  bars  go  through  in  time? 

I  know  we  can’t  answer  the  latter  question,  but  can  we  attempt  to 
answer  the  question  of  previous  bar  ownerships  dating  back  to  the 
original  owner  or  at  least  give  some  thought  to  it? 

We  can  determine  present-day  ownership  of  bars  through 
serialization  and  good  record  keeping.  Serialized  bars  may  also  play  a 
role  in  determining  previous  ownerships  as  well,  if  accurate  records  were 
kept  by  coin  dealers  from  the  1970’s  and  if  those  records  were  somehow 
saved  and  sent  to  IASAC  archives,  as  1ASAC  is  the  oldest  and  the  only 
active  bar  club  today! 


DID  YOU  KNOW 


Close  to  half  of  alt  art  bars  listed  in  the  5th  edition  Guide  Book 


were  serialized  (2,936). 

There  were  2,275  bars  minted  from  1966  through  1974.  Of 
those,  1,092  were  serialized. 

I  know  there  are  “old  timers  of  art  bars”  out  there  hopefully 
holding  on  to  their  original  collections  acquired  from  the  1970's.  It  sure 
would  be  great  to  know  who  those  original  collectors  were  and  to  know 
that  the  first  art  bars  made  are  still  in  the  hands  of  the  original  owners!!

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Challenge  Coins

Bronze  medals  are  with  serial  numbers.  More  elusive 
are  the  100  silver  medals  All  have  serial  numbers 


Recognition  in  the  military  today  is  simplified  by  uniforms,  photo  I  D. 
cards  and  sophisticated  electronic  equipment.  The  more  secure  the  area,  the 
more  complex  entry  procedures  become  Some  of  this  security  procedure  dates 
back  to  the  Mongol  hordes,  which  ravaged  Asia  and  spread  over  into  Eastern 
Europe  under  the  leadership  of  Genghis  Khan.  As  the  Khan’s  army  increased  in 
vast  number,  his  officers  devised  a  way  of  immediate  identification  in  the  form 
of  a  large  coin  This  was  usually  punched  and  hung  around  the  neck  on  a  leather 
string  like  a  medal.  It  admitted  the  wearer  to  the  inner  circle  of  the  camp 
reserved  for  officers  and  personal  guards.  If  challenged,  most  of  the  medals 
were  marked  with  the  owner’s  name  in  a  secret  code.  Since  a  written  language 
among  the  Mongols  was  reserved  to  a  select  few,  forgery  was  not  a  major 
problem  and  most  of  the  elite  officers  were  well  known. 

The  tradition  coniinued  to  modern  times  but  not  as  much  for  security  as 
camaraderie  Most  of  the  ‘elite  units’  of  today  have  their  own  challenge  coins. 
Special  service  units  including  Para-rescue,  SEALS,  Army  Rangers,  Green 
Beret  and  Special  Forces  of  the  U  S  and  Great  Britain  all  have  their  own 
individual  medals  for  identification  among  themselves.  Usually  only  those  units 
associated  with  combat  are  involved  and  include  several  National  Guard 
regiments 

One  of  these,  the  1 15th  Infantry  Regiment  from  Maryland  has  an  unusual 
history  dating  back  to  the  Civil  War.  Members  of  this  unit  were  divided  over 
the  slavery  issue  and  split  the  regiment  in  two.  The  Virginia  portion  a  nd  part  of 
the  Maryland  contingent  flocked  to  the  South  and  the  remainder  fought  on  the 
Union  side  There  is  evidence  of  members  of  the  same  family  meeting  on  the 
battlefield  opposing  each  other  wearing  the  same  regimental  numbers.  All  were 
part  of  the  5th  Regiment  now  headquartered  in  Baltimore,  which  goes  back  to  the 
Revolutionary  War  and  fought  with  George  Washington  In  retreat  from  the 
British  at  Brooklyn  Heights,  NY,  General  Washington  cried  “My  God,  what 
brave  men  I  have  lost  today,”  referring  to  the  fallen  5Ul  soldiers. 


The  Blue  and  Gray  Division:  “29  Let’s  Go!” 

The  selection  of  the  “Blue  and  Gray  Division”  as  a  nickname  was  followed 
by  an  official  division  march,  “The  Boys  of  the  Blue  and  Gray,”  and  the 
adoption  of  a  division  symbol  The  latter  ultimately  became  the  division  patch 
It  was  designed  by  the  division  adjutant.  Major  James  A.  Ulio,  and  used  the 
Korean  symbol  of  life 


This  design  shows  the  opposing  Yin  and  Yang,  represented  by  the  Blue  of 
theNorth  and  the  Gray  of  the  South,  entwined  together  into  one  circle  of  lie,  the 
29  Division.  Worn  on  the  left  shoulder  of  each  and  every  man,  officer  and 
enlisted  alike,  the  symbol  illustrated  their  mutual  affection  for  and  service  to  the 
Division.  It  was  to  become  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  famous  division 
insignias  in  our  country’s  military  history  and  it  is  interest  to  note  that  the  29th 
Division  was  the  first  division  to  register  its  insignia  officially  with  the  Adjutant 
General  of  the  Army. 


History  and  Tradition 

History,  tradition  and  ceremony  have  been  a  part  of  the  military  for  many 
decades  as  a  method  to  honor  those  who  have  gone  before  and  to  instill  a  sense 
of  pride  in  today’s  warriors.  The  29th  Infantry  Division  is  not  different  in  that 
respect  with  special  medals  for  the  elite  and  a  special  ‘punch  mixing’  ceremony 
for  those  who  have  fought  and  gone  before.  They  honor  their  comprising 
National  Guard  units  from  New  Jersey,  Maryland,  Virginia,  Delaware  and  the 
District  of  Columbia;  states,  which  helped,  form  our  nation’s  cornerstones. 

Some  of  the  units  were  militia  companies  in  existence  prior  to  the  French  and 
Indian  War,  many  of  which  fought  in  the  American  Revolution  and  even  more 
in  the  War  Between  the  States.  The  list  of  past  commanding  officers  reads  like  a 
roll  call  of  America’s  past  heroes-  George  Washington  &  Patrick  Henry  -to 
name  only  two. 

It  was  the  fact  that  many  of  these  early  units  had  participated  in  the  Civil 
War,  some  with  the  North  and  some  the  South,  which  suggest  the  name  “Blue 
and  Gray  Division”  for  the  newly  formed  29th  in  July  1917. 

After  WWI  the  Army  retained  divisions  in  the  National  Guard  force 
structure.  During  the  interwar  years  the  division  drew  its  personnel  from 
Virginia,  Maryland  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  plus  one  field  artillery 
regiment  from  Pennsylvania,  thus  retaining  its  distinctive  “glue  and  gray” 
composition.  The  58th  Infantry  Brigade  came  from  Maryland,  the  91*  (later 
redesignated  as  the  88th)  Infantry  Brigade  from  Virginia,  and  the  54th  Artillery 
Brigade  and  the  elements  of  the  division  base  were  shared.  In  February  1941 
they  were  again  inducted  into  Federal  Serv  ice  as  part  of  the  mobilization  of  the 
National  Guard  and  saw  action  in  Europe.  The  division  was  again  retained  in 
the  National  Guard  force  structure  following  the  end  of  World  War  II 

The  29th ’s  present  history  began  with  its  reactivation  in  June  1984  and  was 
honored  by  a  Reactivation  Ceremony  Program  at  Fort  Belvoir,  Virginia  on 
October  5,  1985.  The  29th  division  is  no  longer  just  an  artillery  component  of 
the  Army.  It  is  elite  in  status  as  the  only  Light  Division  in  the  National  Guard  of 
Reserves. 


Although  not  a  member  of  the  29th  Division,  the  1 22nd  Infantry  Assault 
Unit  activated  in  1987  has  a  very  interesting  medal  (pictured).  This  unit  is 
known  as  the  LRSE  or  Long  Range  Surveillance  Lfnit  and  is  based  in  Fort 
Benning,  Georgia  J  he  medal  (obverse)  has  ha  skull  and  beret  with  the  wings  of 
a  paratrooper  behind.  The  reverse  is  the  map  of  Georgia  with  motto 
surrounding.  Its  motto  is  to  “Continue  The  Mission  Quite  a  difference  from  an 
artillery  or  an  infantry  unit.

Modern  Tradition  Established 

The  issue  and  use  of  challenge  coins  again  tend  to  bond  members  of  a 
group  and  instill  pride  in  an  organization  and  its  accomplishments.  Possibly 
after  the  drinks  are  bought  by  some  unprepared  member  there  are  a  few  who 
think  of  Genghis  Kahn  and  his  officers  who  wore  challenge  medals  and  without 
which  you  were  not  welcomed  around  the  inner  circle. 

Today  an  elite  unit  member  issues  a  challenge  in  two  ways.  1 )  He  or  she 
announces  “coin  check”  and  each  member  in  earshot  must  produce  a  coin  from 
their  unit  in  reply  Failure  to  do  so  usually  means  a  drink  for  all  challenged, 
unless  all  respond.  In  this  case,  the  challenger  pays  for  all.  2)  The  challenger 
drops  the  coin  and  the  resounding  ring  becomes  the  challenge. 

After  a  recent  wedding  for  a  member  of  the  5th  Maryland,  members  of  the 
party  provided  the  bride  with  a  coin  to  test  her  future  husband’s  readiness.  As 
the  priest  asked  if  anyone  objected  to  the  marriage,  the  sound  of  a  coin  dropped 
by  an  usher  echoed  from  the  rear  of  the  church.  Military  members  of  the 
wedding  and  guests  responded  until  the  challenge  reached  the  altar  itself. 

Looking  up  at  the  priest,  the  bride  excused  herself,  reached  into  her  bodice  and 
dropped  a  coin  loaned  to  her  on  the  marble  church  floor.  Only  her  future 
husbandwas  unable  to  comply  as  the  priest  smiled  and  waited.  I  am  told  the 
groom  now  carries  a  coin  in  his  shoe.
